Lighting her path with the feeble rays 
of a railroad lantern, Miss Margareta Neu-

Mrs. Ida Robbins is endeavoring to collect 
$2000 on an insurance policy from the gen- 
eral officers of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen on the theory that her husband, 
who named her as beneficiary, and who dis- 
appeared on Jan. 18 last, is dead. 

In support of her theory that her husband 
is dead, Mrs. Robbins told Grand Master 
Workman Miller of the A. O. U. W. that 
her husband: had frequently threatened to 


<Ommit suicide if he could not obtain steady 
employment. 

In amplification of this statement. Mrs. 
Robbins told tne Post-Dispatch that she 
believed her husband committed suicide itn 
order that she and their three small chil- 
dren might secure enough money to keep 
them from starvation. 

If Joseph Robbins wan ty entertained that 
plan and aeted upon it, did so without 
arranging one very tmportant detail. 

That was to end his life in such fashfdén 
that his wife cvuld secure legal proof of 
his death. 

As the matter now stands, Mrs. Robbins’ 
belief that her husband is dead will] not 
enable her to secure one penny of the $2000 
+ eeonmens nmioney on her missing husband's 
ife. 

The law of Missouri presumes a man dead 

for all legal purposes if he has absented 
himself from his home for seven years, and 
if, during that time, his family has had no 
reason to belleve that he was alive. 
The grand master workman of the A. O. 
U. W. explained this fact to Mrs. Robbins 
when she asked him for the $2000. He told 
her also that she would be given the $2000 
without delay if she could furnsh proof that 
her husband killed himeelf. The A. O. U. 
W. makes no discrimination in its policies 
against suicides.

Mrs. Robbins made a pitiful appeal to 
Mr. Miller in requesting the insurance

[fhe old man died ‘before he could be 
taken to the hospital. He was removed 
to an undertaker’s morgue, and there the 
policeman whose beat includes Ben Claes’ 
saloon, said: 

“It’s Joe Clancy. it is.”’ 

“It is so,”’ said Terence Hennessey, who 
had smoked many a pipe with Clancy. 


Son Says Body 

Is Clancy’s. 
Mark Clancy was sent for, and he looked 
at the body and said he thought it was his 
father. Mrs. Joe Sieckemeyer, Clancy's 


daughter, with her husband, came next. 
Both declared positively that the body was 
that of Joseph Clancy. 

Being Clancy without a doubt, it was or- 
dered that the body be shrouded, coffined 
and sent to the home, under the saloon. 

It was a day of mourning in the Clancy 
home; Mrs. Clancy being prostrated by the 
sad news. In fact, all along B street the 
incident was regarded as a neighborhood 
tragedy, and B street mourned with the 
Clancys. 

It was arranged by the friends to ve 

Clancy a royal wake Wednesday night. The 
corpse was to arrive about 8 o'clock, after 
the inquest. 
Mourning friends were gathered in the 
little rooms under the saloon. There was 
Terence Hennessey and Mr. Mulligan and 
Michael Flaherty, and al] the cronies of the 
late departed. 

“A fine man he was,"’ said Mr. Mulligan, 
“and a man that could do two days’ work 
inside of one.”’ 
‘‘Yes,’’ assented Mr. Flaherty. ‘‘indeed he 
could. And his smokin’ tobaccy was the 
best I ever borried; it was.”’ 
“But he’s dead and gone,"’ said Mr. Hen. 
nessey.

At the con- 
clusion of the performance she placed the 
jewels in the chatelaine bag hooked to her 
waist by a steel clasp. 

After leaving the car at Eighteenth street 
and Chouteau avenue Miss Neumann dis- 
eeeres that her bag and jewels were miss- 
ng. 

Une of the men in the party secured a 
railroad lantern. With this, they spent 
three hours searching the sireet car tracks 
of the Compton Heights route frum Eigh- 
teenth street and Chouteau avenue to Fcur- 
teenth street and Washingten avenue. 

Their search was without success. A vis- 
it to the dressing rooms of the Germania 
— failed to discover the missing jew- 
els. 

Then Miss Neumann went to the Four 
Courts and asked for detectives. 

The rings were heirlooms. Three of 
them were left to Miss Neumann by her 
mother-in-law, who died recently,

WAR LANDMARE 
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Historical Mansion Will Be 
Sold Friday to Highest 
Bidder. 


FREMONT’S HEADQUARTERS 


FIRST EMANCIPATION PROCLA- 
MATION ISSUED THERE. 


House at Eighth Street and Chouteau 
Avenue Was Built in 1858 by Col. 
Brant and Is the Scene of 
Stirring Incident in Church- 

ill’s ‘‘Crisis.”’ 

The old Brant Home, from which was is- 
sued the first proclamation of freedom for 
negroes, and which was used during the 
early months of the Civil war by the United 
early months of the civil war by the United 
Gen. John C. Fremont, commanding the 


army of the Mississippi, will be sold by the 
Mercantile Trust Co. Friday at noon to 
the highest bidder. 

The property is bounded by Chouteau ave- 
nue on the north, Eighth street on the east, 
an alley on the south and by Paul street on 


the west. 

It was sold by legatees of the Preston es- 
tate, having directly descended in the fain- 
ily of the purchaser, Col. J. B. Brant. 

The Brant home is held in peculiar his- 
torical value by St. Louisans, especially old 
St. Louisans and their descendants. 

It was built in the summer of 1858 by Cai. 
Brant, known to every English-speaking in- 
habitant in those days and who lived in a 
fine mansion at Fourth street and Wash- 
ington avenue. The approximate cost of 


house and lot was $100,000. 
It was occupied by Col: Brant’s family 


until July, 1861, when Fremont, with the 
rank of major-general, commanding the 
army of the Mississippi, rented it fur head- 
quarters. : 

When in the fall of. that year Gen. Fre- 
mont was relieved of command the family 
again occupied it, and after the war the 
mansion was the scene of the greatest s0- 
cial functions of St. Louis society. In ail- 
dition to the immediate members of the 
Brant family, several close relatives lived 
ion Maria Benton, grandniece of Senator 
Benton, who later became Mrs. Benjsmin T. 
Cable of Rock Island, lil, was.a zuest 
whose favors were much sought by the re- 
turning heroes of the long and bloody war. 

Miss Sallie McDowell, granddaughter of 
Col. Brant. oue of the most beautiful wom- 
en in the Mississippi Valley. was there 
wooed and won by Wickiiff Preston, and 
earried off te his home in. the Kentucky 
Bluegress country near Lexington. 

It is in the settlement of this estate that 
Mr. Henry T. Kent, attorney for Prestons, 
directed the sale of the property. . 

Miss Tallie Brant, another very beautiful 
girl. and one of the most delightful enter- 
tainers of St. Louis, often received’ her 
friends there. .Several years after the close 
of the war she became the wife of Lieut. 
Colwell of the .United States navy. 


HOUSE LET TO OUTSIDERS. 


When fashicnable St. Louis began mov- 
ing west to gea out of the smoke and dirt, 
the house was.let to outside tenants, and 
was so occupled down to the time of sale. 

The chief @éneral interest in the home- 
stead centers on the time when it was oc- 
cupied by Gen. Fremont, from July until 
the middle of November 1861. It was dur- 
ing those months the great pathfinder was 
shriven of much of the glory he had won 
starting from this point—that is in the 
eves of St. Louisians and certain army 
officers. 

Having organized and started five expe- 
ditions into the wild western country 
St. Louis Gen. Fremont was well known 
personally to many business men here: His 
name, outside of his connection with 
yrillant explorations, was particularly 
known to Missourians by reason of his ro- 
mantic marriage with the 15-year-old 
daughter of Thomas H. Benton, then a 
United States Senator from this state. 

In 1849, while in Washington planning an 
expedition to the Rocky Mountains and 
seeking government aid to the scheme, he 
met Senator Benton. 

He had gained some 
engineer in the South

ator. There he met Miss Jessie Benton. 
the senator's only daughter. The young gir! 
learned to love the adventuresome young 
man, but her parents did not approve of 
her choice. On Oct. 19, 1841, she secretly be- 
came Mrs. John Charles Fremont tn the 
State of Maryland.

Virginia Carvel, the heroine of ‘The 
Crisis,”’ after receiving the news that her 
friends, the Russells, have been arrested 
nd their house surrounded because Puss 
Russell waved a small confederate flag be- 
tween the shutters, dons her dress and bon- 
net of red and white, and, with her friend, 
Eugenie Renault, goes out in the street.

The story of their visit is told as follows: 

The house which Gen. Fremont appropriated for 
his use when he ceme back from HWurope to as- 
sume command of the West was not a modest one. 
It still stends, a lerge mansion of brick with 4 
stone front, very tall and very wide, with an 
e.aborate cornice and plateglass windows, both tall 
and broad, and a high basement. Two etate.y 
stone porches capped by eiaborate iron rallings 
adore it dn the front and on the side. The 
chimneys are generous and proportional. In- short, 
the house is of that type built by many wealthy 
gentlemen in the middie of the century, which 
ras best stood the test of time—the on.y type 
whieh, if repeated teday, would not clash with 
the architectural education which we ale [fe- 
ceiving. 

A spacious yard, well above the pavement, sur- 
rounds it, sustained by a wall of dressed s:ones, 
capped by an tron fence: The whole expressed 
wealth, security, solidity, conservatism. 

Alas, that the coal deposits under the biack 
mm! of our western states should, at lengrh, have 
driven the ownirts of these nouses out of them. 
They .are- now blackened, almost buried In soot; 
ampty, or half-tenanted by boarders. Descendants 
of old families pass them on their way to busl- 
ness or to the theater with a sigh. The sons of 
those who owned them have bullt westward, and 
westwerd again. wntil now they are six miles from

On that summer evening 40 years ago, when

the effect that the microbe of tuberculosis” 
cannot be transmitted in its deadiy activity 
from a lower animal to a human, for he 
asserts that it is possible to inoculate cows 


cows. It is with the object of proving this 
that he claims that he inoculated the cow 
in question and, later, Miss King, a profes- 


sional nurse, with the tubercular serum 
from the infected cow. 

The astonishing hope of Miss King that 
she may get consumption, as the result of 
her inoculation by Dr. Barney, |s almost 
certain to be realized, as the Brooklyn 
board of health today found that the cow 
has developed a malignant case of tul 
culosis.

OKLAHOMA AND INDIAN TERRI- 
TORY WOULD AMAIGAMATE. 


MEETING IS AT MUSKOGEE 


Business Men Want Single State Made 
of Both—The Politicians Want 
Two States. 


MUSKOGEE, I. T., Nov. 14.—Single state- 
hood for Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
will be brought to a definite issue at the 
convention called to meet in the United 
States courtroom here this afternoon. The 
date for the convention was set at Okla- 
homa City on Oct. 22, and 300 delegates from 
each territory have come to fight out the 
issue. The supreme effort of the two terri- 


tories to secure a single statehood form of 
government at the next session of Congress 
will be made. 

The issue will, it is believed, be squarely 
divided between the political and conmer- 
clal interests of the territories. Politicians. 
as a rule, it is conceded, are in‘ favor of 
separate statehood. This view, as far aa in- 
dications point before the meeting gathers, 
is Opposed by the business men of the ter- 
ritories who want all avenues of trade and 
industry opened without restriction, and 
who profess to believe that this end could 
not be secured in making two states of the 
territories. This, it ts held, is es 
true in Indian Territory, whose undeveloped 
natural resources, they assert, are as rich 
as can be found in any state of the union. 
Among the first delegates to arrive the cur- 
rent of feeling seemed strongly for eee 
statehood for Oklahoma without delay, 
dian Territory to be considered later. Aside 
from speechmaking and the adoption of 
resolutions, bearing on the subject, the con- 
vention will likely provide funds to carry 
on a systematic campaign of education for 
statehood that shal) finally reach Congress.

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SHIP PERISHED IN MID-OCEAN 


Fire Was Seen by Another Vessel, but 
an Explosion Destroyed Vessel Be- 
fore It Was Reached. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14.—Capt. Ferlan 
of the Australian steamship Etelka has 
brought to this port news of a probable ma- 
rine disaster. Early on the morning of 
Nov. 8 when the Etelka was in latitude 41 


north, longitude 69 west, Capt. Ferlan 
states, his attention was drawn to what he 
believes to have been a burning steamship. 
The craft was invisible, but the glare of the 
flames could be Pane seen. 

The course of the Etelka was changed, 
but before she could reach the burning ves- 
sel an explosion apparently occurred, and 
the steamship was torn to pieces. The Et- 
elka cruised about in the vicinity of where 
the fire occurred, but could find no trace of 
any of the crew who it was thought might 
have taken to the small boats. 

Capt. Ferlan says just before the explo- 
sion the flames shot high in the air, which 
leads him to believe that the vessel was 
probably an oil carrier. It was impossible, 
he says, to identify the vessel. 


LABOR COMMISSIONER REPORT. 


His Annual Summary of Conditions 
Deals With Legislation. 

Labor conditions in Missouri and the

State Labor Commissioner Wiliam Ander- 
son.

The report cites many different sorts of 
class legislation demanded by labor. There 
is an almost universal demand from all 
classes of workmen that a lawyer be at- 
tached to the free employment bureau, 
whose services may be retained by any 
workingman to sue for unpaid wages with- 
out fee. 

The following class legislation is de- 
manded: The abol shm nt of chi)d and con- 
vict labor, better sanitation in shops and 
factories, the prevention of police interfer- 
ence in strikes and the proper inspection of 
machinery.
